JUNE QUARTER; 1923: 


Population.—The population of the State of New South Wales on 30th 
June, 1923, was—males, 1,116,502; females, 1,074,318; total, 
2,190,820. The increase since 30th June, 1922, was 40,942, and 
since the census in April, 1921, 88,920. 

Vital Statisties—June Quarter, 1923.—New South Wales.——The births 
registered in June quarter numbered 13,658, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25:12 per 1,000 of population ; and the deaths, 4,944, which is 
equivalent to 9:09 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,746 marriages registered was 8:73. Compared with 
the average of the June quarter of the - preceding five years the 
birth-rate was normal, the death rate 16 per cent. lower, and the 
marriage-rate 2 per cent. higher. 


Sydney and Suburbs—The births registered in June quarter 
numbered 5,530, equivalent toa rate of 23:14 per 1,000 of population per 
annum; of the total, 2,819 were males and 2,711 females, The rate is | 
per cent. below the average of June quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in June quarter numbered 2,254, namely, 1,243 males 
and 1,011 females. The mortality rate of 9:43 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 21 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the June 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 
1-4 years. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 57:1 per 1,000 
births, and is 11 per cent. below the average for the June quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—IJmports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the June quarter, 1923, were valucd at 
£13,704,264, and show an increase in value of £1,787,284 or 14:9 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £1,798,157, and gold decreased by £10,873. 
The total oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1923, were 
£55,010,083, an increase of £11,688,605 in comparison with the previous 
financial year. 


Ezports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
June quarter, 1923, amounted to £7,094,359, being a decrease in 
value of £5,789,168, or 44:9 per cent., as compared with the corres- 
ponding quarter of the previous year, Separating merchandise frou: 
gold (bullion and specie), the exports of merchandise decreased by 
£5,789,836 and the gold exports increased by £668. For the year 
ended 30th June, 1923, the total oversea exports were £42,581,897, 
being a decrease of £5,430,998, compared with the figures of the 
previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in June quarter, 
1923, were valued at £18,317,280. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

During the financial year ended 30th June, 1923, the Oversea Imports 
at the port of Sydney were valued at £53,243,163, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £21,933,806, and the State seaward Imports 
£11,737,745, the total value of all imports at Sydney being £86,914,714. 
For the same period the tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :— 
Oversea, 1,443,095 ; Interstate, 801,248; State, 1,982,475; Totals, 4,226,318, 
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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the net revenue for the 
June quarter, 1923, was £11,814,100, being a decrease of £80,654, or 
‘68 per cent., as compared with June quarter, 1922. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: Returns 
(per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, £45,727 ; 
Stamp Duties, £202,640 ; Motor Vehicle Tax, £13,842. 

The principal decreases of revenue were: Income Tax, £106,751 ; 

* Railways, £70,782 ; Tramways, £8,125 ; Metropolitan Board of Water 
Supply and Sewerage—Rates, £88,211; Conditional Purchases— 
Balances, £13,485. 

The expenditure during June quarter, 1923, was £8,541,522, a 
decrease of £1,266,942, as compared with June quarter of previous year, 

There was a decrease of expenditure during the June quarter, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of— 
Governmental, £422,749; Public Works Fund, £58,747; Business 
Undertakings, £356,997 ; Other Payments, £483,349 ; and Increases of 
Interest, £54,900.

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for June quarter, 1923, show an 
increase in deposits, which, including Commonwealth Savings Bank 
Deposits, increased by £4,934,998 during the quarter, and were 
£9,806,876 greater than in June quarter, 1922. 

Advances in June quarter, 1923, were £3,651,244 more than in. 
March quarter, 1923, and £14,718,724 greater than in June quarter, 
1922. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago. The transactions. of

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Gold Production.—The gold yield during June quarter, 1923, was 3,266 oz. 
fine, valued at £13,870, and showed a decrease of 2,970 oz. fine, and 
£12,617 in value, compared with June quarter, 1922. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th June, 1923, there were 386 
applications for 288,933 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts ; and 175,435 acres, representing 259 blocks, were set apart 
for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. During 
the year ended 30th June, 1923, fhe number of applications was 1,536, 
and the area applied for 1,092,698 acres. The lands set apart for original 
holdings in the period were 772,474 acres, representing 1,147 blocks: 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that in June, 1923, 
the prices of meat were 48 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; other 
food and groceries were 69} per cent. higher ; and the prices for the two 
combined were 64 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed an increase of 3} per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (May). Prices of meat were 21 
per cent. higher than in May, and food and groceries were | per cent. 
lower. ‘There were small increases in the prices of coffee, rice, sago, 
jam, and kerosene. Butter, cheese, bacon, eggs, oatmeal, raisins, and 
currants were slightly cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (June) of 1922, meat 
was 33} per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 4 per cent. 
dearer ; and the two combined 9} per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those in 
every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the June quarter, 1923, the general level of 
wholesale prices increased by 5 per cent., and is now 28 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was an increase of 21 per cent. in the index 
number of meat, and an increase of 15 per cent. in dairy produce, while 
agricultural produce increased by 8 per cent. Groceries and all other 
groups remained practically unaltered. The increase in dairy produce 
was due to substantial increases in the prices of butter, cheese, and 
eggs, and that in agricultural produce was due to increases in the prices 
of potatoes, hay, and chaff. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 57 
commodities remained unchanged during the June quarter, 19 increased, 
and 24 became cheaper. 


New Buildings. Metropolis——According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolis 
during the six months ended 30th June, 1923, numbered 5,611 as 
compared with 3,687 during the half-year ended 30th June, 1922 

During the first half of 1923 pronounced activity was evident in 
building, the number—5,611—constituting a record for any half-year, 
and being 724 in excess of the figure for the six months ended 31st 
December, 1922. 

The suburbs in which the greatest activity was evident were— 
Canterbury (with 642 new buildings in the six months), Randwick (with 
441), Willoughby (with 439), and Waverley (with 410). 

Country Municipalities.—Table No. 44 shows that during the six 
months ended 30th June, 1923, permission was granted in country 
Municipalities to erect 9,943 new buildings, of the value of £1,789,454, 
as compared with 2,047, of a value of £1,319,655 in the corresponding 
period of 1922. 

Meteorology.—The weather over the coastal area during April was cool and 
showery, with southerly winds, and there was a heavy rainfall. The rain 
extended to parts of the tablelands, but except on the Blue Mountains, 
the falls were mostly light. Dry conditions prevailed over all inland 
areas. Southerly winds predominated along the coast, and south-east 


gales caused rough seas.

The month of May was dry, except in parts of Riverina and at 
several places in the southern slopes and tablelands. Snow fell on the 
southern tablelands and frosts were experienced on the highlands. The 
long continued drought was finally dispelled during June by widespread 
rain-storms. On the 26th stormy weather, with strong south to south 
east gales and rough to high seas, caused the coastal steamer “ Belbowrie” 
to go ashore near Cronulla, and the steamer ‘‘ Sumatra” to be lost in the 
vicinity of Port Macquarie. Frosts were experienced on the highlands 
in clear weather. Snow fell on the extreme southern tablelands and at 
Guyra, also on the Blue Mountains. 


Labour Conditions in June Quarter, 1923.—The following particulars 
in regard to Employment and Industrial Dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of June there were about 4,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 6,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included wharf 
labourers and workers in the clothing and woodworking trades, and in 
sections of the engineering trades; there was a scarcity of skilled 
workers in the building trades and of women for domestic work. 


During the June quarter, 4,443 positions for men and 2,611 for 
women were made ayailable by employers through the agency of the 
State Labour Exchanges, and 4,140 men and 1,994 women were placed 
in positions; in the previous quarter, 8,364 positions were made 
available, and 6,134 persons were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the June quarter 16,060 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted to 426,907 working days. In the previous quarter 32,168 
employees were involved, with the loss of 115,822 days. 

Changes in Wages.—In a number of cases the weekly and hourly wage 


rates have been increased in accordance with the Board of Trade 
declaration of 10th April, 1923.

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No. 47.—New South Wales Wheat Harvest, 1922-23, 


The results were compiled from returns furnished by each of the 18,007 wheat-growers in the 
State during 1922-23. 

The area harvested for grain was 2,962,140 acres, including 206,367 acres which failed entirely. 

The area cut for hay was 608,260 acres, including 32,995 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 336,958 acres, making a total of 3,907,360 acres sown with wheat. 

The grain harvested amounted to 9,581,368 bags, equivalent to 28,594,000 bushels, or 9°7 bushels 
per acre. 

The production of hay was 655,500 tons, or 1:08 tons per acre. 

In January an estimate, based on xeturns supplied by the individual growers, was made, when it 
was anticipated that the yield of grain would be 9,696,630 bags, equivalent to 29,090,000 bushels, or 
10°4 bushels per acre. ‘This yield was not realised, as the actual returns fell short of the estimate by 
496,000 bushels, or by 1°7 per cent. 

The decrease in the actual yield, compared with the estimate of four months ago, has been due 
largely to the unfavourable season experienced in the Western Slopes (North, Central, and South 
Divisions), where the decrease in the yield, compared with the January estimate, amounted to 433,000 
bushels. 

The Riverina and Central Plains, where half the wheat crop of the State is produced, showed a 
small decline of 55,000 bushels as compared with the earlier estimate.

Reports show that the season has been particularly unfavourable for lambing, 


The dry period 


in the latter half of 1922 was broken by good falls of rain in December, but in 1928 drought conditions 
set inagain, and hot winds in the Central and Western sheep districts dried the pasturage and grasses. 
Surface water was scafce, and this contributed to the loss of lambs. 


At the close of 1922 it was estimated that there were about 18,334,000 ewes in the State, and 


of these 10,922,000, or 60 per cent., were mated for the Autumn and Winter lambing. 


Approximately 


5,178,000 were timed to lamb in the Autumn, and 2,247,000, or 43 per cent. of lambs, were expected to be 
marked. For the Winter lambing, 5,744,000 ewes were mated, and the lambs marked are estimated at 
2,580,000, or 45 per cent. The proportion, 44 per cent., of the probable markings of the combined 
Autumn and Winter lambing is the lowest during the last ten years, with the exception of 1920, when 
only 27 per cent. of the lambs were marked.

The estimated number of ewes reserved for Spring or Summer lambing was 3,554,000, including 
4 portion of the ewes which failed to lamb during the Autumn. 

It is anticipated that the Spring lambing will be much more successful than the Autumn and 
Winter lambings, as about 2,244,000 lambe are expected to be marked, being about 63 per cent. of the 


ewes mated. 


Since the reports were received, good rains have fallen throughout the State, and pasturage 
should be available, thus making the outlook for the Spring most hopeful.
